Juhnson®s Forgellulness.
From the N, ¥. Tribune.

President Johuson geems not to have heard
o the election of Grant, aud is stumping Con-
gress in favor ot Seywour. Ile repeats in his
megasge the langnage of the Demoocratio plat-
form, that there is no reason why ‘‘those who
Aefend us on the land aud protect ns on the
pen,’’ the pensioner, the public servants, the
farmers, the mechanics, srtisany, #to,, shounld
be paid in depreciated ourrency, while the
bondbolders are paid in gold,

It is the payment of coin intersst on our
bondas whioh hias preserved the national credit,
and so made the greenbacks worth what they
are. Without coln interest on the bonds oar
oredil wonld be tuuch lower aund our currency
nearly worthiless. Bt there is another differ-
euoe between the bondholder and all the other
olnsses mentioned. The rate of interest on the
bound has never been inereased. Oon the con-
trary, when our varrenoy depreciated, in order
to compensate the depreciation the wages
of the soldier were raised 75 por cent., which is

aore than the averags and twics the present
depreciation. The pensions were fixed aller
the depreciation and adapted to it. Some of
the salariesof public servants have been raised,
and gome have not, but not the first officer of
the Government has yel gullerad from poverty,
or retired from Lig position becanse the salary
was too small, or evinced a degire to exchangs
Lis place for the risks and remunerations of
private business. On the whols, our oflicers
of the Government, in 4 pecuniary gengsa, are
at the average doing remarkably well.
Farmers' prices have donbled and tripled in
the depreciated currency, and the agricaltu-
ral olasgses have never made as much money
at the average as in thiz very curremoy. Bo
of mechanics and artisans, The demand for
1sbor has for e¢ight years been steady, abuun-
dant, and remunerative. Especially the me-
chanies and artisans in the employ of the
Government, who are gstting ten hours’
wages for eight hours' work, are receiving in
gold values about twice as much as they ever
received under 8 specie currency., The inde-
structibility of error geems to be shown In the
fact that this wretched fuogitive blunder, after
being hunted down in tbhe 'residential cam-
paign, has taken refuge in the President's
Musaage.
Concentration of Wenlth,

The first fact is an overwhelming proof of
the tendencies of modern civilization towards
concentration; for, it we mistake not, this
enormons fortune is the growth of but thres

enerations, This tendency to concentration

g @videut in the alarming growth of our great

cities both in this conntry and in Earope.
London increased in the decade from 1351 to
3561 some Lalf a million sonls (-140,000)—
equal to a city like I’hiladelphia. The great
increage of our ocities is not acconnted for by
tlie imcrease of the whole countyy, bat is
caused by the same tendencies which are at
work in the Old World.

Not only is this tendency evident in these
great oities, but it is found in all depariments
of manufacture and trade. To-day and with
us it is strikingly apparent in such bazaars as
Btewart’s and Claflin’s, Already under these
two roofs, which cover one to two acres sach,
aro gathered all that pertaing to the dress of
men and women, all fabrics for honsehold
unses, snd many other artivles. Thus a retail
dealer may bere select a complete stock, may
have it packed and shipped without wetting
the goles of his shoes,

There is no reason why this colags of mer-
chants shall not or do not under=cll all smaller
ones. They buy larger quantities, they con-
trol mills, they do their business with onse
get of experienced men, and they can under-
gell othiers even if they do not.

Now all mankind will buy where they can
buy cheapest, and there is no reasgon to doubt
but that such establishments as these, in
another generation of thirly years, will swal-
low up all the smaller ones. It is inevitable.
And why not? If the great end and parpose
of life is to buy cheap sud sell dear, why not ?
Becaunse the great end and aim of life is not to
buy cheap and sell dear, Liut is to 50 organize
society that it shall perfect the bodily and
gpiritual welfare of the rave, and insure com-
fort and happiness to men. Will this vast
aggregation of business aud wealth in a few
hands securse this ! It is evident that it will
not, unless along with the rights of wealth go
the daties of wealth.

We hear a rumor that some of onr great
capitalista propoge to erect, wear their wonder-
ful establishments, perfect and complete
houges for their clerks aud workmen, supplied
with avery convenience, to be furnizhed at the
smallest cost. There will be reading rooms,
rosms for games aud for exercise, a good pub-
lio Lable, a colperative laundry, bath-houses,
ete.

We vepture to bope that this is true, and
that onr milionsires proposs to wuse their
money ae well as to get if, and thus to mark
the civilization of the New World by a benell-
cent use of wealth, and not by ite vulgar dis-
play.

Count Bismark has returned to Berlin, One
of our latest cable despatches informs us that
almost immediately alter his return he took
voeasion to meet the Ambassadors of Franve,
Eogland, and Russia, when he expressed his
conviction that there Wwas no reason to appre-
hend a disroption of the friendly relations
now subgisting among the diffurent Furopsan
powers, This is very well for Count Bismurlk.
All the world knows he does not want war,
but all the world knows he is ready for war,
and that the nation of which he is real chisf is
armed to the teeth and ready lor any emer-
genoy. The eitnation of Hurope is far from
satisfactory. No one kvows better than Count
Bismark that war is a possibility which might
become & reality at any moment. Who oan
say that a war, Earopean in ita dimensions,
maymot yet spring from this Spapish revelu-
tion? Who does not Koow that at the
present moment the guestion of peaoe or war,
as between Turkey and Greeoe, is hangiog in
the balance?! Who doss not koow that the
Schleswig-Holstein question la still nusetiled,
and that provocation {5 only wanted on cither
gide to make this a cosus belli btween Prossia
and France? If anybody else 18 ignoraut,
Count Bismark s not, that 'rinee Charles of
Roumania has been forced, much against his
will, to maintain pescaful velations with the
Ottoman Porte.  With all thege questions
still unsettled, with oll these faots lefors uas,
we have a perfect 1ight to treat with levity
Connt Bismmk's assniavees of peace. War
might, bat it might not, be a gain to Prussia,
Peace will be a gain beyond all chance of
gquestioning., South Germany requiras bat
time to gravitate towards the grest German
ventre. lime will accomplish Count Bis-
mark's purposes.

The Corrency Question.

We are glad that the session of the so.called
National Board of Trade has been held at this
juncture at Cincinnati, and there would have
resulied one advautage to the public in giving
its loosa discussions much more wids
dizssemination and publication even than
the liberal space accorded them by the press,
And this, mnot because they reached
soything, and did aoythin bat  be-
canse they made about the same progress as
a horse that should take half-a-dozen turng
round a bark mill. And this is timely in its
guggestiveness just now when Congress is
coming in gession. It should temd to create
among the people more patience with their
representatives, and a betler temper at the
delays that must be borne befors we worry
through to any scolation of our currency
perplexities. We venture the opinion
that every one of the fluent and ready
speakers at Cincionati has been fond of
oalling himself a J:rmtioll business man,
and by inference and by direct assertiongiving
the people abundant sympathies that the
pumber of practical business men has been
go lightly drawn upon for our national layw-
miakers, We conld settle this whole subject
with a Covogress made up of businezs men,
bas been gald s0 many times, in all parts of
the country, that it is imstrunctive, if not en-
tirely satisfactory, to discover how 1lly thess
gentlemen sagree when their views come to be
compared in & public gathering of their own
clagg, And this is not a reflection on their
general sagacity or their thorongh earnest-
vegs. It i8 simply sayiog that they squabbled
like & bevy of new and old sehool physicians
over a doubtful csse in therapeuntics, bela-
bored onme snother with their pill-maclhines
avd clyster-pumps, and left the sick man
just where he was. What reason is there
to believe that the same diversity of views
and the fame Inconclusive results wounld
not have foilowed, if all this had been
watter for the Congressional (lebe to print
at Government expeuss ¥ We doubt whather
sny policy upon which twenty of the mo:t
golld aod successful  finaoclers of the
country conld agree, as & solution of our
currency dificulties, woanld not be laboriously
confuted by a like nummber of equally sclid
and guocessiul financiers; and the chanoes nre
that the attackivg party would be quadrupled
fo wueh easier ia it to pull down than to baihi
vp. By this we do not. mean that carrency
disongsion ean do mo good, in or out of Con-
gress, but to bring up the fresh proof of the
wide diversity of views prevailing on the
whole subject, and how likely it i8 that any
cure can be #peedy when & decision is so
difficult as to what cure is neeaded. There are
several of onr brethren of the press who can
gafely take the moral home to themselves,
By all means let them go on with their
learned and prolix lucubrations, but let them
pot get ill-tempered at postponement of their
adoption as national policy, since we can see

Ouar fathera thonght that the
blood and treasnre which it cost them to win
thoge liberties and establish that government
